Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "without jambing" (line 4) is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fox (US 
4,392,338). 

Fox discloses manufacturing packets comprising removing one blank from a stack A 
and folding/assembling the packet after inserting a product; see figure 5. The blank has 
an arcuate free end 13, base wall 21 , top wall 1 1 , rear wall 20, front wall 22, side walls 
24. First and second tabs 23 are foldably attached to rear wall 20 at opposite edges. 
Third and fourth tabs 24 are attached to front wall 22 at opposite edges. Tabs/flaps are 
moved inwardly and a food product is inserted before closing the package; see column
